HILLCREST — Mercy Hospital and 
Medical Center appears to have reached 
an agreement with state officials that will 
enable the facility to continue its care for 
patients using the Medi-Cal health 
insurance program. 

Following two years of negotiations, an 
agreement was struck with 
representatives of the California Medical 
Assistance Commission on June 23. 

The full commission is expected to 
approve the proposed contract July 7. 

‘ If it does, the hospital will rescind the 

i notice of withdrawal it filed with state 

| authorities April 27. 

H At issue had been the amount of 

} reimbursement the hospital receives from 
the state for treating Medi-Cal patients. 

Hospital officials decided they could 
not continue providing suitable care for 
the amounts they were receiving. 


When the CMAC rejected a proposal 
for higher reimbursement rates in April, 
the hospital announced it would stop 
accepting Medi-Cal patients in August. 


‘Serrans urged to go forward

| SAN DIEGO — Speakers at the 45th 
| annual Serra International Convention 
encouraged the 1,500 participants to 
continue their efforts in fostering 
| vocations to the priesthood and 
| Religious life. 
| This year’s convention, held June 
| 22-24 at the Hotel Inter-Continental, 
| was the largest gathering of Serrans ever 
| held in the United States. 
| Serrans from many of the 
organization’s 502 clubs in 29 nations 
attended the annual gathering. 
| Participants included some 150 
| members from countries outside the 
| United States. Mexico supplied the 
largest foreign contingent. Members 


from Italy, Australia, South America 
and the Philippines also participated. 

Noting the convention’s theme, 
‘Unity in the Work of Service,’’ the 
newly elected president of Serra 
International, Bill Cicherski, told 
participants that Serrans must not lose 
sight of their purpose: the promotion of 
vocations to the priesthood and 
Religious life. 

Cicherski, a member of the Serra 
Club of Metropolitan Dallas, challenged 
Serrans to actively promote the club’s 
vocation programs, including the ‘*31 
Club’”’ and ‘‘First Steps.’’ 

“Currently, there is a strong belief 
that more young men and women wish 
to serve in the works of the church. 
What we Serrans must do is to cultivate 
this desire into a commitment,’’ 


Cicherski said. 

Because more Serrans are needed to 
work in fostering vocations, he 
announced the start of a ‘“I'wo Today 
For Serra’’ campaign. The club’s 
16,000 members will be asked to supply 
the names of two prospective Serrans. 

“Let us make Serra and the need for 
vocations to the priesthood and religious 
life a household item throughout the 
Catholic world,’’ Cicherski said. 

Despite what polls may indicate, 
Archbishop Theodore BE. McCarrick of 
Newark, N.J., and Archbishop Roger 
Mahony of Los Angeles told 
participants that young men and women 
continue to be called for service in the 
church. 

*T believe with all my heart that the 


Hospital officials were pleased with the 
agreement ultimately reached. 


“‘We’re happy to be staying in the 
Medi-Cal program because our desire is 
to serve. all patients in need of care,”’ 
public relations director Laura Avalone 
said. 

Avalone would not divulge the figures 
listed within the proposed contract, but 
said the hospital received the rates it 
requested. 


“The new rate will not cover the full 
cost of serving Medi-Cal patients, but it is 
adequate,’’ she said. 

The 523-bed facility is the largest 
private hospital in San Diego County. 

Approximately 20 percent of Mercy’s 
patients participate in the Medi-Cal 
program, Avalone said, and the hospital 
will receive some $26 million in state

ALCALA PARK — While hundreds of San Diegans 
will flock to Los Angeles Sept. 15 to see Pope John Paul 
II, approximately 50 Native American Catholics from the 
Barona, Viejas and Sycuan Missions will see the pontiff in 
Phoenix Sept. 14. 

The pope will meet with Native Americans at Veterans 
Memorial Coliseum during their annual Tekakwitha 
Conference, which is slated for Sept. 12-14. 

Concerns of Native American Catholics will be aired 
during the 90-minute audience with the pope, according 
to Capuchin Father Gilbert Hemauer, executive director 
of the Tekakwitha Conference. 


Father Hemauer said the dialogue ‘‘will focus basically 
on the experiences they’ve (Native.Americans) had as a 
people in the church and in this country,’’ as well as their 
future concerns. This includes the right of  self- 
determination in the church and the world, he added. 

The papal visit, which is expected to attract 15,000 
Native Americans, will begin at 4:30 p.m. A traditional 
blessing by an Indian spiritual leader will open the 
ceremony, and the pope will be presented with an eagle 
feather, symbol of honor, leadership and respect. 

Coadjutor Bishop Donald Pellote of Gallup, N.M., the 
country’s only Native American bishop, will welcome 
Pope John Paul on behalf of all the tribes represented at 
the gathering.

Native Americans are hoping that Pope John Paul will 
canonize Blessed Kateri Tekakwitha during his U.S. 
visit. e 

Born in 1656, Tekakwitha dedicated her life to God 
and never married. A member of the Mohawk tribe, she 
contracted smallpox and died April 17, 1680. 

One of the miracles attributed to-her occurred shortly 
before her death, according to Father Richard Landry, 
MS, pastor of Blessed Kateri Tekakwitha National Indian 
parish, Lakeside. Her complexion, ravaged by scars from 
smallpox, cleared completely.

Senior ‘Brown Bag’ program initiated in Valley 


EL CENTRO — Senior citizens of 
Imperial County are supplementing their 
food supply in a program directed by 
Catholic Community Services of Imperial 
County. 

Senior volunteers collect unharvested 
produce in fields of participating farmers 
and sack the food. 

Recently Salico Farms of Brawley 
donated 2,250 pounds of sacked onions to 
the cause. This was added to nearly 
15,000 pounds of other produce, which 
filled 893 bags. 

Seniors in El Cefitro and Brawley pick 
up their bags every week; volunteers 
deliver the food to shut-ins. 

Over 270 active seniors contribute a 
minimum of two hours a week to the 
program, either by working in the fields 
or by keeping records. 

A state grant covers part of the annual 
$30,000 operating costs, according to Dr. 
Gus Ehrentraut, director of CCS in the 
Imperial Valley. Donations cover the 
remainder of the costs.

NORTH PARK — To Caroline 
Rossman, RSVP means more than a 
reply to an invitation. The initials 
mark her membership in the Retired 
Senior Volunteer Program. 

And no ordinary member. She 
recently received a ‘‘Volunteer of the 
Year’’ award at the annual recognition 
luncheon for RSVP participants at the 
Scottish Rite Center. 

A representative for San Diego 
County Supervisor Leon Williams 
presented Rossman with the framed 
proclamation signed by the county 
supervisors. 

Rossman was nominated for the 
award by the House of Rachel where 
she serves as house manager 30 hours a 
week. She was selected from among 
five nominees from metropolitan San 
Diego. 

‘‘T was speechless,’’ the unassuming 
74-year-old divorcee said, adding that 
she had been unaware of her 
nomination. 

Rossman is one of some 1,200 
RSVP volunteers, over 60 years of 
age, who serve in 155 agencies 
throughout the county. 

The House of Rachel on Manzanita 
Avenue is operated by Catholic 
Community Services. It provides 
short-term housing for destitute 
women who are working toward self- 
sufficiency. 

Recognition does not motivate her 
volunteer efforts. Rather, the 
parishioner of St. John Church relates 
to the call in Scripture: ‘‘As often as 
you did it for one of my least brothers, 


you did it for me (Matthew 25:40).”’ 

The satisfaction of serving others 
takes Rossman to the House of Rachel 
on Mondays and Tuesdays from 4:30 
p-m. to 7:30 a.m. 

She unlocked the front entrance to 
the house on Manzanita Drive one 
afternoon in June to begin her round 
of duties — watering plants, preparing 
the evening meal, doing the laundry, 
chatting with the women like longtime 
friends. 

This ritual doesn’t change, but 
Rossman’s six years of service at the 
facility have changed her attitude 
toward street people. 

She now sees people she used to 
consider ‘‘bums’’ as women ‘‘who 
need help and someone to let them 
know they are needed and important.”’ 
All have personal problems and are 
looking for a way to cope,”’ she said. 

Rossman sleeps in the staff bedroom 
and locks up the house at 7:30 a.m. 
when the women leave for their jobs or 
for the job-hunting market. 

“Caroline is a_ kick,’’ said a 
resident, referring to the oversized 
meals Rossman prepared on Tuesday 
so the client could eat the tasty 
leftovers the rest of the week. 

Rossman considers her work “‘in the 
homey atmosphere’”’ as a pastime, not 
a job. She wants to extend her six-year 
tenure there indefinitely. ‘‘I’ll be here 
until I’m 100,’’ she said. 

Her mother, who lives in New York, 
will be 100 in December. 

Rossman shares her enthusiasm for 
voluntarism. She recruited one of her 
neighbors to volunteer in thrift shops 
located in North Park. 


House of Rachel celebrates 
seven years of service

SAN DIEGO — “‘If it weren’t for the 
House of Rachel, I’d be on the street. I’m 
displaced; I have no relatives here,’’ said 
Ellen (pseudonym), who has lived in the 
two-story residence nearly two months. 

Homelessness is a new experience for 
the 49-year-old Native American, who 
was battered by her husband for nine 
years. 

“‘T didn’t think I had an option; I 
thought marriage was forever,’’ said the 
homemaker of 24 years. Fear of losing her 
financial security had chained her to 
abusive situations which hospitalized her 
on three occasions. 

Upon arriving in San Diego, she lived 
in a local shelter for battered women 30 
days, the maximum time allowed there. 
She was then referred to the House of 
Rachel on Manzanita Drive. 

“‘T feel at home here,’’ she told the 
Southern Cross, while relaxing on the living 
room sofa. ‘‘It is allowing me the space 
and time’’ to become self-sufficient. 

The former teacher is grateful for her 
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job in a dining room, even though it 
means a 45-minute walk twice a day to 
the nearest bus stop. Within a month she 
hopes to save enough money to obtain her 
own housing. 

She said she enjoys the ethnic mix of 
residents at the House of Rachel. ‘‘In 
June we were a mini United Nations,”’ 
she said, referring to the black and 
Caucasian residents. 

Ellen is one of about 100 women served 
at the home each year. It is operated by 
Catholic Community Services and co- 
sponsored by METRO, the social service 
agency for local United Methodist 
churches. 

The women receive free food and 
lodging for an average stay of three 
months, while ‘‘taking responsibility for 
moving out of the mode of victim,’’ said 
Sister RayMonda DuVall, CHS, director 
of the home. 

Personnel from sponsoring agencies 
agreed on the home’s importance to its 
residents and to the community. 

“Tt is one of the few places in the 
community that assists destitute

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Every Fourth of July we Americans take great delight 
in reviewing the history of our country. 

Speakers point with pride to the great achievements, 
especially in human rights, that have stemmed from ‘“‘the 
American dream.”’ 

As familiar and convenient as it may be, the term 
‘‘American dream”’ is not quite accurate. It is safe to 
assume the native American ‘‘Indians’’ had dreams 
about this land. Two centuries of European settlers 
probably brought some dreams with them, too. 

Some historians contend that our narrow use of the 
term ‘‘American dream’’ stems from the fact much of the 
history of North and South America is both Catholic and 
Hispanic, and we do not want to share those traditions 
with them. 

Discounting the legends of St. Brendan and other Irish 
monks who probably came to North America before 
Columbus, and the fact that the Vikings may well have 
been Catholic, the settlement of the New World was 
definitely Catholic in origin. 

Columbus was very Catholic, from his flagship the 
Santa Maria to the names he gave to the new lands he 
found, right from the beginning. 

Long before the first English settlement was established 
in North America, church hierarchies were in place both 
in Mexico and Peru. 

The French brought the faith to Canada and the 
Mississippi Valley about the same time as the English 
arrived on our shores, and the Catholic Portuguese were 
already entrenched in Brazil by that time. 

The New World was already the home of saints that 
since have been canonized: St. Rose of Lima, St. Martin 
de Porres, St. Toribio de Mogovejo, St. John de Masias, 
St. Philip of Jesus, St. Louis Bertrand, St. Peter Claver, 
St. Francis Solano, St. Sebastian Aparicio and the three 
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martyrs of Paraguay. 

By the time of the American Revolution, the Catholic 
Church had spread throughout most of the two 
continents. Countless souls had been won for Christ 
through baptism and the other sacraments. . 

But Catholics had a very difficult time in the English 
colonies. The only bright spot, and that for only a short 
time, was Maryland. Charles Carroll of Carrollton was 
the only Catholic to sign the Declaration of 
Independence, and his brother John — a former Jesuit — 
was to become the first bishop in the new country. 

At the time of the revolution, the Canadians were asked 
to join, but they refused because of the militant anti- 
Catholicism in the English colonies. 

In the early years of the republic, the church grew 
slowly and attempted to blend its orthodox Roman 
Catholicism with the emerging American culture. It was 
proceeding with great wisdom and grace, but then the 
hordes of immigrants began to arrive from Europe. It was 
a veritable flood of people, most from Catholic countries, 
seeking religious freedom and better economic 
conditions. 

The story of how these immigrants became Americans, 
yet loyal to their church and strong in their faith, will have 
to await another column. 

But it is a tribute to America that, despite terrible 
obstacles, the principle of freedom of religion added a new 
chapter to the history of the Catholic Church. 

And it makes July 4th a very special day for American 
Catholics. 


Holy Trinity sums it all up 


The liturgical year celebrates and explains our 
relationship with God. From Advent to Pentecost we 
concentrate on the history of salvation, on the great and 
wonderful acts of God. We conclude this history with the 
feast of the Most Holy Trinity, which emphasizes the 
nature of the God who makes this saving history possible. 

All too often, ‘‘explanations’’ of the Holy Trinity don’t 
really help us appreciate and enjoy the God who is Father, 
Son, and Holy Spirit. It’s all so technical and cold — one 
of this, two of that, three of something else. Recently, one 
writer of homily hints confessed she had not the ‘‘foggiest 
idea of what the Trinity means.’’ Unfortunately, she 
didn’t stop there, but continued writing, thus amplifying 
her fogginess. 

One can never fully comprehend God. But one can 


understand the concept of the Holy Trinity, and the New 


Testament revelation that God is Father, Son, and Holy 
Spirit. 

The Bible uses Hebrew ideas and words to describe 
God. Later, Christian theology used words and terms 
from Greek philosophy. The use of such terms in theology 
is perfectly legitimate. They can help us understand what 
God has revealed in the Bible. Unfortunately, the terms 
themselves sometimes become the focus of the 
theologians’ attention. When this happens, the 
theologians wind up explaining Greek philosophy instead 
of God. 

What does the doctrine of the Holy Trinity have to 
teach us about God? Basically, that God is greater than 
we are, immeasurably greater. Hence, when we speak of 
God we speak of three ‘‘persons’’ in one divine nature. 

God is not three gods, not three separate people, not 
three things, not one God divided up into three individual 
slices or pieces. God is not totally different than we are, 
but God is significantly ‘‘other,’’ and we show this by 
describing God as three persons in one single divine 
being. 

This is important not only for God, but also for us. It 
tells us about God, and tells us something about 


*the 


ourselves. After all, as the Bible emphasizes in Genesis, 
the human creation is in the image and likeness of the 
creator. And this creator can be described as a Father, 
Son, and Holy Spirit, each in full and intimate 
communion with one another. 

They are with and for one another. We can say that 
God enjoys being God so much that the one divine being 


‘overflows into a communion of three divine persons. This 


divine communion then overflows into what we call 
creation. 

We are all brothers and sisters, and we are all in 
communion with God. To describe this intimate 
communion of Creator and creature, Michael Schmaus, a 
German theologian in Munich, one of the beer capitals of 
world, once used the German word 
‘‘berschaumen.”’ This word means ‘‘to foam over.’’ It 
aptly describes that the created world is not identical with 
God, but that it is the ‘‘natural’’ outcome of God’s own 
divine being. 

Jesus, who is both human and divine, is the high point 
of this overfoaming divine communion into’the world. 
When the Son of God became man, God’s divine 
communion became part of human history. And with his 
Ascension, Jesus made sure that this communion would 
last forever. 

The third divine ‘‘person,’’ the Holy Spirit, ensures 
that this communion with God has no limits. It is for 
everyone, everywhere, for all time. Pentecost symbolizes 
this. Through the Holy Spirit, the communion covenant 
with God and Jesus is proclaimed in all the languages of 
the human race. 

All this is possible, of course, only because of the 
unlimited richness and fullness of God, revealed in the 
New Testament as Father, Son, and Holy Spirit.

SAN DIEGO — Archbishop James A. 
Hickey of Washington, D.C., episcopal 
adviser of Serra International since 1981, 
has been associated with the organization 
for over three decades. 

‘‘Serrans were my strong right arm 
when I was Vocations Director for the 
Diocese of Saginaw, Mich.,’’ in the 
1950s, he said. They planned clergy 
appreciation nights, took an interest in 
seminarians and assisted with vocation 


programs. 
Archbishop Hickey endorses Serra 
Clubs’ present methods of fostering 


vocations to the priesthood and religious 
life. These include: 
eOrganizing retreats for single adults 
who have expressed interest in church 
vocations; 
Providing videotapes and other 
audiovisuals on church ‘vocations to 
libraries, schools and television stations; 
eOrganizing church vocations 
committees in parishes;- 
eSpeaking with students about lay and 
religious vocations; 
Coordinating financial 
seminarians and seminaries. 
In an interview with the Southern Cross, 
Archbishop Hickey responded to 
questions on vocations to the priesthood 
and religious life. He gave his views on 
the status of vocations to the priesthood 
and religious life and explained the roles 
of ordained ministers and Religious in 
the life of the church.

What is the trend in the number of 
vocations to the priesthood and 
religious life in the United States? 

We’re holding our own in numbers, 
with some slight increase in certain areas. 
The trend varies in different parts of the 
country. In the Archdiocese of 
Washington, D.C., we have about 38 
men in their last four years of preparation 
for the priesthood. 

We’re recognizing and valuing 
vocations of older people. This year I am 
ordaining six priests. Two are in their 
20s, one in his 30s, one in his 40s and two 
in their 60s. Each approaches his 
ordination from a different background. 

We should not be guided only by trends 
in the United States. There are large 
numbers of vocations in some countries 
— Korea, Poland, the Philippines, El 
Salvador and countries in Africa. 

I’m optimistic and convinced the Holy 
Spirit will give a sufficiency of vocations 
for the needs of the church. 


Can the decline in the number of 
religious vocations be traced to the 
Second Vatican Council? 

Vatican II was very clear and forthright 
about thé role of ordained bishops, 
priests, deacons and active and 
contemplative Religious. 


Since the council we have seen a 
marked decline in the stability of family 
life. My own vocation and those of many 
others were born in very stable, loving, 
faith-filled families. 

The number one cause of the 
diminution of vocations is the lessening of 
the quality of family life. When the family 
suffers, vocations suffer. 

The second greatest factor is the 
secularization of society. There is a lack of 
reverence for the human person, as 
evidenced in the widespread growth of 
pornography. Also lacking is respect for 
the basic human virtues that make up the 
person who will hear the call of God. 

The rising affluence of First World 
countries at the time of the Second 
Vatican Council also affected vocations. 
Although it is hard to measure this 
relationship statistically, Scripture tells us 
the right young man found it difficult to 
leave everything and follow Jesus. A 
misunderstanding of the council’s 
teaching on the priesthood and religious 
life is another factor. After every council 
there is a period of adjustment and 
growth in understanding what the council 
really said. 


Do the vows have the same witness 
value they had before Vatican II? 

Of course they do. I think of the witness 
value of Mother Teresa and her Sisters. 
I’m privileged to have four houses of this 
community in Washington, D.C. where 
they work with the very poor and with 
AIDS victims. 

Other Sisters and Brothers who work in 
schools and hospitals are also respected 
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because of their vows. 


Does the church place less emphasis 
on the distinctions among clerical, 
religious and lay states than it did in 
previous years? 

The answer is found in the Second 
Vatican Council’s document, ‘‘Lumen 
Gentium,’’ which states: 

“* ..The distinction which the Lord has 
made between the sacred ministers and 
the rest of the people of God involves 
union, for the pastors and other faithful 
are joined together by a close 
relationship. The pastors ... following the 
example of the Lord, should minister to 
each other and to the rest of the faithful. 
The latter should eagerly collaborate with 
the pastors and teachers.”’ 

Those who are baptized are members 
of the priestly people. But ordained 
ministers — bishops, priests and deacons 
— by their reception of the Sacrament of 
Holy Orders, are essentially changed. 
They are not different to be put on a 
pedestal, but to minister to their brothers 
and sisters in the very person of Jesus. 

The lay state is not inferior. There are 
saints in all walks of life. 


To what extent have permanent 
deacons alleviated the shortage of 
priests? 

Permanent deacons were not 
introduced primarily to alleviate the 
shortage of priests. The Second Vatican 
Council desired to restore the diaconate to 
fill out the triple order of bishops, priests 
and deacons. 

Deacons were present in the early and 
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medieval church. Abuses arose and their 
numbers were reduced. The diaconate 
later came to be considered a stage of 
sacred orders leading to the priesthood. 

Restoring the diaconate makes 
ordained ministers more available to 
certain groups in the church, such as 
blacks and Hispanics. 

The ministry of the 150 deacons in my 
diocese is very important, especially in 
works of charity. They not only make it 
possible for us to reach out to more 
people, but they add a special dimension. 
They enrich the church by bringing their 
background in marriage and in secular 
occupations to their preaching. 


Is the shortage of religious vocations 
responsible for the involvement of 
more lay Catholics in active 
ministries? If so, has this not 
contributed to building up the Body of 
Christ? 

If there were no shortage of vocations, I 
suspect that more lay ministries would 
still have emerged. With the shortage, the 
ministry of lay people is more urgent. 

But lay ministries are not a substitute 
for the role of a priest. As sacramental 
persons, priests help laypeople 
understand the meaning of their 
apostolates and empower them to act in 
the full understanding of their Christian 
vocation. 

The more lay workers we have, the 
more priests must be involved in this role 
of empowerment. 


Would you predict the ratio of the 
number of priests to U.S. lay Catholics 
in 10 years? 

I’m not a prophet, but I suspect the 
ratio will be reasonable. We might have 
to take priests from other activities, such 
as administration and teaching, to staff 
parishes. 

Priests must be available to celebrate 
the Eucharist, the summit of apostolic 
activity. Priests are also indispensable in 
administering the Sacraments of Penance 
and Anointing of the Sick. The 
sacramental life of the church is the core 
of who we are; other activites must take 
second place. 


How can religious vocations best be 
fostered today? 

By working to strengthen family life 
and by improving our catechesis of what 
it means to be a priest and Religious. 

Professing vows of poverty, chastity 
and obedience means being called to a 
unique, exclusive, spousal relationship 
with Jesus. 

We need to offer the laity happy role 
models, showing that we’re not here in 
chains, dragging our way through life 
because we couldn’t do anything else. 

Although tragedies and sorrows are 
part of every life, we should tell the happy 
stories and project the reality that priests 
and Religious have a sense of doing 
something beautiful for Jesus.

crisis in vocations is not that there are no 
vocations but that there are too many 
people who have convinced themselves 
that there are no vocations,’’ said 
Archbishop McCarrick during his talk on 
“*The Church Vocation Apostolate.’’ 

_ Archbishop McCarrick noted that 
Christ ‘“‘instituted the priesthood as 
essential to the life of his church. For that 
reason, I believe without hesitation that 
the Lord is still calling servants into his 
church to guide, shepherd, lead and care 
for this church of his. He is not going to 
let us flounder or be abandoned.”’ 


Three problems have _ been 
instrumental in creating the so-called 
vocation crisis,’’ Archbishop McCarrick 
said. 

The first is that individuals in modern 
society want to do everything their way. 
‘‘We have forgotten that there is a very 
special grace in doing it God’s way,’’ he 
said. 


A second problem is that cultural and 
societal mores no longer encourage the 
possibility of choosing a priestly or 
Religious vocation. ‘‘Even our family 


support system is often absent for 
vocations,’’ Archbishop McCarrick 
noted. 


The last problem is the “‘real link 
between the lack of vocations and the lack 
of the use of the Sacrament of Penance 
and Reconciliation. Fewer confessions 
today means that there are fewer 
moments when young people have a 
chance to bare their souls to a thoughtful 
and understanding priest,’’ he said. 

Archbishop McCarrick said Catholics 
should follow Jesus’ example and work to 
cultivate vocations. 

Christ told his chosen ones to “‘come, 
follow me.’’ Similarly, all Catholics 
should ‘‘go out, asthe men and women of 
Serra go out, and say, ‘Come follow 
Jesus,’ ’’ he said. 

Echoing Archbishop McCarrick, 
Archbishop Mahony told the 
congregation at a June 24 Mass that he, 
too, believes Christ will not abandon the 
church; there will continue to be 


vocations to the priesthood. He noted that 
the Archdiocese of Los Angeles now has 
its largest number of seminarians in the 
past 25 years. 
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Catholics must be Christ-centered. 
‘We must be willing to point out the 


Messiah joyfully and with excitement,”’ 
he said. This joy will give Catholics the 
ability to invite young people to a 
religious vocation. 


“Don’t be afraid to say, “Behold Jesus. 
There is the Lamb of God,’ ’’ Archbishop 
Mahony said. 


At the opening liturgy June 22, Bishop 
Leo T. Maher said that ‘‘perhaps no one 
has been ‘called by name’ more 
definitively and decisively than was Saint 
Paul. Paul’s new vocation called forth 
from him real affective love for the 
church, where formerly there was hatred 
and persecution.” 


Any religious vocation involves a call to 
conversion, Bishop Maher said during his 
homily. ‘‘Because it is a prophetic call, we 
can expect there to be an element of 
unpreparedness. Every priest and 
Religious is called to be an authentic 
collaborator in the Lord’s work for his 
people, despite reluctance and 
unworthiness. ”’ 


‘‘As members of Serra International, 
you are called to encourage young people 
to hear and respond faithfully to God’s 
call in their lives, so that the good soil will 
produce a lively faith,’’ Bishop Maher 
told the congregation. 


‘‘Serrans get things done,’’ noted 
Archbishop James A. Hickey of 
Washington D.C., the episcopal advisor 
to Serra International. 


At the closing banquet, Archbishop 
Hickey thanked Serrans for their vocation 
promotion efforts and announced that he 
will serve as the group’s episcopal advisor 


for one more year. Archbishop Mahony 


will assume this post after next year’s 
convention in Australia.

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Serving India’s poor is priest’s calling

NATIONAL CITY — He has served 
the poor, the outcasts and children of 
India for all of his priestly life. And when 
he dies, he expects to be among these 
same people. 

He has worked shoulder-to-shoulder 
with Mother Teresa and her Missionary. 
Sisters in Calcutta, but for the past five 
years Father George Alakulam, SDB, has 
been directing a school for refugee 
children. 

Don Bosco Education Center, named 
after the founder of Father Alakulam’s 
order, serves some 250 youth at his 
‘‘mission station’’ in Mirik. 

Mirik is a village located in the foothills 
of the Himalaya Mountains in the 
Darjeeling District of West Bengal. 

West Bengal is one of 25 Indian states 
and borders the country of Nepal. All of 
the students who attend his school are 
refugees from Nepal, said the priest. 

Like many Mexican immigrants who 
cross the U.S. border for economic 
reasons, Nepalese seek better lives in 
India, he said. 

Father Alakulam is in San Diego this 
month, visiting his sister Mary Valladares 
in National City. While in the diocese, he 
is speaking at a few parishes in the 
diocese, hoping to raise money for a new 
school building. 

From 1977 to 1981 he was director of 
Don Bosco Youth Center in Calcutta, 
which cared for poor and abandoned 
street boys. He worked closely with 
Mother Teresa in the streets of Calcutta, 
finding shelter for homeless people. 

Father Alakulam founded Don Bosco 
Center, which also serves as a church and 
residence, at the request of his provincial 
and the bishop of Darjeeling. 

Three acres of land were donated to 
him by an Italian missionary. ‘‘I started 
with 100 kids and without any facility,” 
he recalled. ‘“My only possession was a 
single blackboard.’’ 

The sole requirement for children 
attending Don Bosco school is that they 
be poor. However, the priest asks parents 
to pay whatever they can afford for 
tuition. This is usually one or two rupies a 
year, worth five to ten cents. 

This practice builds dignity among the 
parents, he believes, because it places a 
greater value on the education.

The majority of his pupils are non- 
Christian, added Father Alakulam. The 
predominant religions in Mirik are 
Hinduism and Buddhism. 

Initially, the townspeople 
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skeptical of the Catholic missionary, and 
the school was not approved by the 
government. ‘‘Slowly the people were 
seeing my work, and they began to help 
me,’ he said.

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When the government announced it 
would tax the school $700 a year, the 
community voiced opposition and said 
the school was serving everyone. A 
compromise was made and Father 
Alakulam pays only $1 in property taxes 
per year. 

Residents helped Father Alakulam 
build a 20-by-60 foot mission center, 
where classes are held in “two shifts to 
accommodate the large student body. 

Father Alakulam has operated Don 
Bosco Center with $100 a month from his 
religious community, as well as assistance 
from his relatives. 

Blessed Sacrament Church — through 
the assistance of Msgr. Anthony 
Chylewski, Mission Office director — has 
sent him donations the past few years, he 
added. 


Plans have been drawn for a new 
school, even though money to finance it is 
scarce. ‘‘Last year we had no money to 
pay teachers,’’ he said. Neither Bishop 
Eric Benjamin of Darjeeling nor his 
provincial can help the priest pay for a 
new school, estimated to cost $50,000. 


While in San Diego, Father Alakulam 
will address parishioners at Precious 
Blood, Guardian Angels and St. John 
churches to seek donations for the school. 
He also hopes to collect clothing and 
books. 


He praises the closeness and 
cooperation of local Christians and other 
faiths in his jurisdiction. Only three of his 
14 teachers are Catholic, and though 
students do not share the same religion, 
they all pray together, he said. 

Father Alakulam has welcomed new 
converts into the church, but Baptism 
isn’t the thrust of his ministry. ‘‘My duty 
is to show the love of Christ without any 
bias toward caste, religion or language,”’ 
he said. 

This means preaching Christ’s Gospel 
and expecting nothing in return. ‘‘Christ 
came to serve, not to be served,’’ the 
priest said. 

““These people had never heard of 
Christ before. The way they respond to 
the message of Christ, I feel I have 
become the light to them. I feel I’m doing 
something that others aren’t doing.’’

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| Pope adds 
new stop — 
to U.S. trip

WASHINGTON — Pope John Paul II

United States, a Canadian 
of Catholic Bishops 
spokeswoman announced June 18. 
Bonnie Brennan, information officer 
for the Canadian bishops, said they 
received word from Cardinal Agostino 
Casaroli, Vatican secretary of state, that 
Pope John Paul will visit Fort Simpson 


Sept. 20. 


The conference is ‘‘delighted he’s 
coming,”’ she said. 
The Canadian bishops had announced 


May 8 that the pope would not make the 


stop. 

Brennan said that Bishop Bernard 
Hubert, Canadian bishops’ conference 
president, and Archbishop James Hayes, 
vice president, while in Rome May 11-15 
‘supplied Vatican officials with 
additional weather and flight information 
which made it possible for the Vatican to 
decide on a visit this year.”’ 

She said representatives of the 
conference, the Canadian government 
and native organizations would visit 
Rome June 22-23 to discuss details of the 
trip. 

Pope John Paul was scheduled to visit 
Fort Simpson during his 1984 Canadian 
visit but had to skip the stop because of 
bad weather. 

Before the June 18 announcement was 
made, Father Andre Vallee of Montreal, 
who has been working to coordinate the 
stop, said in a telephone interview that 
Canadian church leaders and Vatican 
officials had been discussing ‘‘possible 
scenarios’’ for a Fort Simpson visit. 

The likely scenario, he said, is that 
‘the pope would go out of Detroit to 
Edmonton (Alberta) for a technical stop, 
proceed to Fort Simpson, then back to 
Edmonton, and then to Rome.”’ 

Detroit is the last stop on the pope’s 
U.S. itinerary Sept. 10-19. 

Father Vallee said events would be 
planned only for Fort Simpson. 
Edmonton would be an intermediary stop 
to give the pope a chance to rest overnight 
at a large convent. Also, the landing strip 
at Fort Simpson cannot accommodate 
large jets. 

The stop would fulfill a promise the 
pope made in 1984 to the native people of 
Canada’s Northwest Territories after 

_ heavy fog forced cancellation of the 
pope’s scheduled visit with Indians and 
Eskimos at Fort Simpson. 

About 5,000 people had gathered for 
the meeting, but because the pope’s 
itinerary did not allow for rescheduling, 
he videotaped his message. Several times 
since then, the pope has expressed a 
desire to visit the Indians in the 
Northwest Territories. 

Meanwhile, speculation also arose over 
whether the pope would add the United 
Nations to his U.S. itinerary. 

After the pontiff’s private meeting last 
April with U.N. Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cueller, press reports speculated 
that Perez de Cuellar invited the pope to 
address the United Naiions. 

At a press conference June 11 on 
another matter, Perez de Cuellar 
responded to a question about his 
invitation to the pope, a spokeswoman for 
the U.N. press office said June 16. 

She quoted Perez de Cuellar as saying, 
“As far as a visit by the pope is 
concerned, I told him it would certainly 
be a fine thing if he could come to the 
United Nations, but I have a feeling that 
the way this U.S. trip is organized that he 
will not be able to find the time.” 

Maria Rodriguez, secretary for the 
Vatican’s representative to the United 
Nations, Archbishop Renato Raffaele 
Martino, said the archbishop arranged 
the Rome meeting of the pope and Perez 
de Cuellar but added, ‘‘We don’t see 
much possibility for his (U.N.) visit.”

Vatican OKs pope’s itinerary

On Jan. 3, 1943, Tekakwitha — the 
‘Lily of the Mohawks’? — was declared 
venerable. She was beatified by Pope 
John Paul in June 1980, and is the first 
Native American so honored by the 
church. 

‘‘We haven’t heard anything definite 
on that (canonization), but we would 
welcome it,’’ said Father Hemauer. 

The possible beatification of Father 
Junipero Serra will also be on the minds 
of Native Americans during the pope’s 
U.S. visit, according to Father Landry. 


Opponents of Serra’s beatification say 
that the Franciscan missionary mistreated 
the Indians while establishing the 
California missions. 

Native Americans ‘‘feel they have been 
maligned by historians and people doing 
research’”’ on Father Serra’s beatification 
cause, he said. 

Although Native Americans ‘‘want to 
make clear their position and where they 
stand’”’ on the issue, Father Landry said 


- there will be little discussion on the 


matter. 


Anthony Pico, tribal chairman of the 
Viejas band of Mission Indians and youth 
minister at Tekakwitha parish, will be 
among the 50 or so local Catholics to see 
the pope in Phoenix. 

Along with Tekakwitha’s canonization, 
Native Americans are seeking open 
dialogue with the pope, according to Pico. 

The dialogue is in regards to spiritual 
needs and issues of peace and justice, said 
Pico, a member of the Tekakwitha 
National Conference Board of Directors. 

Native Americans were ‘‘very strong 
spiritual people before the arrival of the 
(Franciscan) Padres,’’ said Pico. The 
natives ‘‘adopted Catholicism, and along 
with it came the misunderstanding of our 
original spirituality and culture. 

‘‘We were led to believe that if we 
partook of European-based Catholicism, 
we would meet our _ spiritual 
understanding of Christ,’’ he continued. 

Not until after the Second Vatican 
Council were the native people allowed to 
integrate their strong cultural symbolism 
into religious practices, said Pico. 

In 1986 a decree from the Vatican’s 
Congregation for Divine Worship gave 
final approval to a text of the Mass in the 
Navajo language — the only other 
language, besides English, approved by 
the Holy See for use at Mass specifically 
in the United States, according to the 
Tekakwitha Conference National Center 
Newsletter. 

‘‘Now that we use symbols given to us 
by the Creator, I believe we begin to 
understand much more deeply our 
Catholic faith,’’ added Pico. 

The Tekakwitha Conference National 
Center, based in Great Falls, Mont., 
‘thas helped tremendously in building 
community and bringing culture and 
symbols of Native Americans into the 
church,’’ said Pico. 

It has ‘‘helped Native Catholics and 
non-Natives understand that we have to 
forgive the injustices done by the Catholic 
Church in advocating a European 
cultural background,’’ said Pico. ‘“That 
is the only way we can move forward in 
the love of Christ.... There is no use in 
bringing up the past.’’ 

Josephine Whaley, a Mission Indian 
and member of the Lakeside parish, will 
also be in Phoenix to hear the pope speak. 
She said that the pontiff’s meeting 
demonstrates that Native Americans are 
finally being recognized by the church. 

“‘We have felt that we’ve always been 
left out,’’ said Whaley. ‘‘Lots of times 
you see pictures of the pope with different 
ethnic groups, but not with Indians.”’ 

Kateri Tekakwitha’s canonization 
would be an honorable gesture of the 
church’s recognition of Native 
Americans, she believes.

is Just wages 
for S.D. janitors

SAN DIEGO — Janitors and their supporters held two 
demonstrations last week outside the Home Federal 
Building downtown to protest the firing of three union- 
supporting janitors by D.I.D., Home Federal’s cleaning 
contractors. 


The demonstrations were the latest in a series of actions 
sponsored by the ‘‘Justice for Janitors”’ campaign. 

Launched in May, the campaign seeks to call attention 
to what its promoters say are the poverty wages and poor 
working conditions of janitors who work in downtown 
office buildings. 

Sponsored by the Service Employees International 
Union Local 102, the campaign is endorsed by a broad- 
based coalition of religious, community and labor leaders, 
including the diocesean Peace and Justice Commission. 


Robyn Hoh, of Local 102, said the three people fired 
by D.I.D. last week are ‘‘strong union supporters.’’ She 
said the dismissals were the latest ‘‘intimidation tactics’’ 
being used to keep the janitors from supporting the union. 


Eliseo Medina, president of Local 102, said the janitors 
are asking their employers to increase wages from $3.35 
to $5 per hour. Janitors also seek a benefits package that 
includes a medical plan and paid holidays, vacations and 
sick leave. 

Medina said that many downtown janitors earn about 
$4,000 a year, placing them far below the national 
poverty level. Hispanic women make up the bulk of 
janitors working in, downtown office buildings, he said, 
adding that most of' them are Catholics. 

Requests to speak to D:I.D. officials went unanswered. 

Complaints concerning previous dismissals and 
management’s anti-union tactics have been filed with the 
National Labor Relations Board and the California State 
Labor Commission, Medina said. 

‘“‘The objectives of Local 102’s campaign are very 
much in keeping with the moral vision expressed in 
‘“‘Economic Justice For All,’’ the U.S. bishops’ pastoral 
letter on the economy, explained Ellen Smith, Peace and 
Justice Commission coordinator. She added that the

commission received Bishop Leo T. Maher’s approval to 
support the campaign. 

Like other ‘‘Justice for Janitors’’ backers, Smith said 
the commission has written letters to Home Federal 
officials asking them to look at the working conditions and 
wages of the janitors working in their buildings. 

In the correspondence, the commission quoted sections 
of the economy pastoral that deal with adequate pay and 
decent working conditions, Smith said. 

The commission decided to support the janitors’ 
campaign because it is one way to put the pastoral’s 
message into action. ‘The church is with people in their 
struggle for just working conditions and a living wage to 
support their families,’’ Smith said. 

Smith added that commission members and individuals

from parish peace and justice groups have participated in 
campaign-sponsored demonstrations. 

Hoh said Local 102 seeks a master agreement from all 
contractors who employ janitors for downtown office 
buildings. Since the campaign began, she said, the union 
has reached tentative agreements with firms employing 
janitors who work at the airport and at the Wells Fargo 
National Bank and Central Savings and Loan buildings. 

Hoh said the union demonstrates outside downtown 
office buildings because they are ‘‘visible.’’ She added 
that building owners have ‘‘a direct relationship and 
responsibility to the workers as the hirer of the 
contractor.” 

“It’s a question of survival. People are trying to feed 
their families,’’ Hoh said.

Catholic Conference issued a statement 
June 25 in support of a minimum wage 
increase. 

Legislation calling for a raise in the 
minimum wage in California was recently 
introduced in both houses of the State 
Legislature. In addition to the wage 
increase, Senate Bill 1658 and Assembly 
Bill 1187 would provide for an indexing 
each year for future hikes. 

The current minimum wage of $3.35 
per hour was established in 1981. 

The conference, composed of 
California’s Catholic bishops, urged the 
State Industrial Welfare Commission 


According to the statement the IWC 
conducted a study of the minimum wage 
in 1982 which found that the wage would 
have to be increased to $5.01 per hour — 
in 1984 — to maintain the same 
purchasing power of 1967. 

Under the present minimum wage, one 
working 50 weeks a year and 40 hours a 
week earns $6,700 per year. This is 
$2,000 less than what it takes to support a 
family of three at poverty level. 

In its call for a wage hike, the 
conference referred to the U.S. bishops’ 
economy pastoral. ‘“The pastoral letter, 
‘Economic Justice for All,’ examines 
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‘‘Human dignity can be realized only 
in a community of mutual respect where 
justice prevails,’’ said the statement. 
“Such a situation of justice means that 
human rights include not only civil and 
political rights, but also economic rights. 


Justice, according to the conference, 
requires that the minimum wage be 
raised ‘in order to bring lower-wage 
workers to a minimal standard required 
for living in human dignity.”’ 

Of the 7 million Americans working at 
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percent were adults — about 30 percent 
heads of households. More than 90 
percent of those households had to have 
more than one wage earner or rely on 
public assistance to survive, according to 
the statement. 


In California, 57 percent of minimum 
wage earners are women, 25 percent are 
black and 36 percent are Hispanic. 


“Increasing the minimum wage will 
combat poverty and reduce the burden of 
social welfare programs on the taxpayer,”’ 
added the bishops.

Controversy not over

From the 
Austrian President Kurt Waldheim’s 
official visit to Pope John Paul II became 
a source of controversy. 

Despite international criticism that 
came mainly from Jewish leaders, the 
two-hour meeting took place as scheduled 
June 25. And the controversy seemed 
likely to continue for a long time to come, 
with far more impact on the pope and 
Catholic-Jewish relations than on 
Waldheim. 

Jewish protesters who marched outside 
the Vatican the day of the meeting or 
stated their complaints to the press 
around the world were not objecting to 
Waldheim’s record as U.N. secretary 
general from 1972 to 1981 or to the pope’s 
meeting with the head of the Austrian 
government. 


Their objections stemmed from still- 
unresolved allegations, which surfaced 
during Waldheim’s presidential 
campaign last year, that Waldheim 
during World War II committed — and 
after the war covered up — war crimes 
against Jews and anti-Nazi partisans. 

In their formal remarks released to the 
press, neither Waldheim nor the pope 
mentioned the World War II Holocaust 
of 6 million Jews or the controversy over 
Waldheim’s war record, causing key 
Jewish leaders in New York to express 
shock and anger. 


“Tt is not Waldheim the man, but the 
symbol he has become, that is at issue,’’ 
said the American Jewish Congress in a 
letter to the pope released June 25 and 
run as a full-page ad in The New York 
Times June 26. It suggested that by 
meeting Waldheim and ignoring the 
controversy, the pope has contributed to 
“‘current efforts to diminish, falsify and 
forget the Holocaust.”’ 

Some American Jewish leaders have 
threatened to pull out of a planned papal 
meeting Sept. 11 in Miami, the first stop

Catholic publications 
face rate hikes in 1988 


WASHINGTON — Catholic and other 
non-profit publications could face rate 
hikes for 1988 on two fronts if Congress in 
its budget deliberations eliminates an 
“across-the-board subsidy known as 
“revenue foregone’’ and if the U.S. Postal 
Service is allowed an across-the-board 
increase. In a report to members of the 
Catholic Press Association June 23, James 
A. Doyle, executive director, said the sub- 
committee of the House Appropriations 
Committee which deals with postal issues 
voted to cut off the revenue foregone 
funding for reduced rates. ‘‘Revenue 
foregone’’ is the partial subsidy the Postal 
Service grants the non-profit press and 
others in the form of reduced mailing costs. 


Vatican paper addresses 
turmoil in S. Korea 


VATICAN CITY — The recent social 
upheavals in South Korea show that 
economic development alone apparently 
cannot guarantee domestic stability, a 
Vatican newspaper editorial said. 

““Economic development evidently is 
not enough to assure a long stability 
because it’s not enough to satisfy the 
needs of man,’’ said the June 28 front- 
page editorial in L ’Osservatore Romano. 

The editorial said the social turmoil 
contradicts the “‘thesis of simplistic pre- 
eminence of economic factors’’ in society.

Latins ‘live’ liberation 
theology, says bishop 


WASHINGTON — Liberation 
theology has become the ‘‘backdrop’’ for 
pastoral life in Latin America, said the new 
general secretary of the Latin American 
Bishops’ Council. ‘‘Perhaps relatively few 
Latin Americans have read books on 
liberation theology, but most people live it 
every day,’’ said Bishop Oscar A. 
Rodriguez Maradiaga, auxiliary bishop of 
the Archdiocese of Tegucigalpa, 
Honduras. He was interviewed in 
Washington June 25. ‘‘Our pastoral life is 
not just attending a cold Mass where people 
can fulfill their spiritual needs and that’s 
all,’’ he said. Pastoral life in Latin America 
means applying the Gospel ‘‘to everyday 
life, to human promotion efforts, at work, 
and in community activities.’’ Liberation 
theology, he said ‘‘is the backdrop against 
which stand all pastoral activities in Latin 
America.’’

After a 10-year absence from the big 
screen, during which he undoubtedly was 
leading a dog’s life — ground sirloin from 
room service at posh hotels, luxurious flea 
baths in sunken tubs, adoring poodles 
dogging his every step — Benji returns in 
‘Benji the Hunted’’ and reminds his fans 
that when it comes to acting, he’s no bow- 


wow. 


I mean, this mutt can act. Or overact. 
Absolutely shameless when it comes to 
wringing an ooh or an aah, a tear or a 
smile, out of his audience. He makes the 
family pet seem about as lovable as Cujo. 

Anyhow, Benji and writer-director Joe 
Camp, the guiding light behind the dog’s 
phenominal career, have gotten together 
for a brand new adventure, this one 
relatively unencumbered by human 
presence, which isn’t all bad. 

After a boating accident, Benji is 
washed ashore in the Pacific Northwest 
and almost immediately comes upon four 
fractious cougar cubs, recently orphaned 
by a heartless hunter. And, of course, 
until Benji can find a proper adoptive 
parent for the cubs, it falls upon him to 
take care of them, protecting them from 
— among others — a marauding Kodiak 
bear and a voracious black timberwolf. 

The photography is terrific, as is, it 
goes without saying, Benji. This is the 
perfect temporary baby-sitter for harried 
parents wondering how to keep the tykes 
entertained for a while.

women,’’ said Father Douglas Regin, 
outgoing executive director of CCS. ‘‘It 
has saved dozens of women’s lives and 
been the catalyst to address the needs of 
homeless women at other local centers.’’ 

“Tt gives the women hope that they can 
achieve and start a new life,’’ said Dr. 
Richard Shanor, retiring executive 
director of METRO. ‘“‘It’s important for 
them to live in a community where they 
have to give and take and make joint 
decisions.”’ 

Yesterday the House of Rachel 
celebrated its seventh birthday with an 
open house. Father Regin and Shanor 
received plaques of appreciation during 
the ceremonies. 

The home is light and airy — an ideal 
environment for the many thriving plants 
scattered throughout the rooms. The 
interior has a freshly painted appearance. 

A braided carpet nearly covers the 
polished hardwood living room floor. A 
dining room, kitchen, staff bedroom, 
bathroom and storage room complete the 
upper story. 

Downstairs three bedrooms are 
decorated with colorful bedspreads and 
ruffled curtains. These quarters can 
accommodate five women. 

They must be adult women who 
currently live alone and have inadequate 
resources. They should be ‘‘motivated 
toward positive change and_ exhibit 
relative physical and emotional stability,”’ 
said staff counselor Sister Linda Lutz, 
CHS, who screens the residents. 

The women sign a contract, indicating 
their willingness to participate in the 
program, which includes performing 
household chores and attending group 
meetings while working toward 
established goals, the counselor 
explained. 


House of Rachel 
gives women hope 


Preparing simple, nourishing meals is 
one of the residents’ responsibilities. 
Guidelines call for two or three meatless 
meals a week. 

House rules forbid the use of drugs and 
alcohol and require the women to be 
home by 10:30 p.m. 

Sister Lutz contacts prospective 
residents at other downtown agencies 
where she works. ‘‘Her role is to get the 
women before their situation becomes 
chaotic,’’ Sister DuVall said. 

Some women find it necessary to stay 
longer than three months. ‘‘Money and a 
job are not the only keys to  self- 
sufficiency. Behavior and attitude 
(patterns) are equally important’’ to open 
doors to achievement, the director added. 

Sister Lutz said she gives individual 
and group guidance, which lays the 
groundwork for short-term measurable 
objectives. She also monitors their 
progress and refers them to other 
appropriate agencies. 

The home’s annual operating budget of 
$15,000 is funded by individual donations 


‘ and by METRO. Volunteer services keep 


expenses to a minimum, the director said. 

Ten women volunteer once or twice a 
month as house managers from 4:30 p.m. 
to 7:30 a.m., the hours the House of 
Rachel is occupied. Their role is ‘‘to be 
present to the women and interact with 
them,”’ Sister Lutz said, adding that five 
more house managers are needed. (See 
related story on page 3.) 

When the women leave the House of 
Rachel, they can rent an apartment in an 
adjacent building and continue to receive 
supportive services.

Accepting money from in-laws 


Many couples receive financial assistance from their parents when they 
first marry. Most typically, this takes the form of wedding gifts, 
housewarming presents, small cash gifts or loans. 

Problems develop when parents continue to make periodic financial 
contributions beyond what might be considered normally appropriate gifts. 
. Even if the parents can easily afford to pay for a grandchild’s school tuition, 

for example, one spouse or the other may come to resent the intrusion, and 

the influence their in-laws continue to have in the marriage. When one spouse readily 
accepts expensive gifts from a parent, the other may feel like an inadequate provider. This 
can develop into anger and resentment. Even greater problems develop if one spouse 
secretly accepts funds from a parent; the other spouse inevitably finds out, and feels 
betrayed as well as insecure. 

Developing independence from parents can be difficult, especially when the parents just 
want to be ‘‘helpful’” and have money to spare. In many cases, an experienced therapist 
can help you establish more workable guidelines and boundaries.
